It  is  a  six- 
pence ;  old,  battered,  thin,  dilapidated,  but 
with  not  only  a  cross  on  it,  but  a  hole  in 
it.  Th-it's  the  reason  why  I  kept  it— the 
hole  in  it.  It  was  a  lucky  coin.  I  won- 
der if  the  kind  hearted  gentleman  who 
gave  it  mu  guessed  I  wasn't  an  every -day 
street  musician?  I  think  he  did,  for  he 
stepped  up  to  me  so  kindly,  and  handed 
it  to  me  so  gently,  that  I  was  certain  he 
bad  his  thoughts  on  me  more  than  on  my 
music.  There  was  a  young  lady  with  him, 
on  his  arm— his  daughter,  I  think,  for  I 
fancied  that  I  heard  her  say  "  p*pa"  to 
him.

Some  years  before  I  met  an  old  friend— 
a  lady  too ;  and  we  know  how  observant 
they  are— in  Sydney,  and  positively  she 
didn't  recognize  me  because  I  had  on  one 
of  the  new  fashionetl  helmet  hats.  This 
lucky  :  recollection  matle  me  feel  sure 
that  a  head  dress  might  be  made  a  suffi- 
cient disguise  for  me,  and  I  attempted  no 
other,  except  the  putting  on  ol  an  old 
loose  coat. 

Mjr  poor  wife,  when  I  got  home,  saw  in 
my  tace  that  I  had  been  unsuccessful  that 
day  in  getting  a  place  I  had  fondly  ex- 
pected. It  was  halt  past  six  o'clock  this 
gloomy  autumnal  d-ay,  and  she  had  heard 
mv  horse  coming  along  the  stony  road  ia 
the  dusk,  and  h;ul  run  out  with  the  can- 
dle in  her  hand  to  learn  the  news  from  me 
whilst  I  unharnessed  the  horse  and  stabled 
him.  The  light  held  up  to  my  face,  though 
the  face  smiled,  tokl  her  all ;  but  she  bore 
it  bravely,  and  made  no  sign.  It  had  been 
drizzlin.:j  rain  all  that  day,  and  by  the  time 
I  got  home,  although  it  had  then  cleared 
up — at  least,  into  as,-id  wiatrv  fog— I  was 
wet  to  the  skin.  To  tell  the  truth,  indeed, 
I  hadn  t  taken  the  sraillest  trouble  in  the 
world  to  keep  myself  dry,  or  warm,  or 
otherwise  comfortable.  My  wife  saw  the 
expression  of  my  face,  and  knew  the 
worst.  And  then,  while  she  began  tell- 
ing rat'  in  her  most  chtcrful  voice  how 
my  favorite  pudding  was  waiting  for  me, 
and  tbc  dinner-tea  was  smosiog  hot 
on  the  table,    the    good    little    woman 


put  the  candle  on  the  stable  floor  and 
set  to  work  with  her  trembling  handi to 
unfasten  the  harness  of  the  horse.  She 
kept  talking  all  the  time,  with  only  a 
quaver  here  and  there  in  her  sweet  voice, 
and  actually  forced  a  laugh,  too,  at  her 
awkwardness  in  groom's  work.  It  was 
only  incidentally,  as  it  were,  that  "  I  sup- 
pose you  didn't  get  that  beggarly  place? 
and  it's  just  as  well,  dear,  indeed,"  came 
out.  And  she  handed  me  thw  horse's  food, 
which  she  had,  in  the  daytime,  laid  by 
ready  in  a  cloth,  and  led  the  horse  up  to 
his  manger,  while  I  carried  in  his  harness, 
— sad  rags  by  this  time  ! 

"Now  come  and  take  your  nice  hot 
dinner,  and  we'll  have  such  a  pleasant  talk 
afterwards.  I  have  got  something  particu- 
lar to  tell  you." 
And  she  took  me  by  the  arm. 
"  My  poor  fellow !  How  cruel  of  me 
not  to  have  noticed  it  before  !  Why,  you 
are  dripping  wet !  Why  didn't  you 
shelter?  Come  along  and  change  your 
things  immediately." 

And  I  did  change  my  things  immediate- 
ly ;  for  her  loving  forethought  had  pro- 
vided warm  on  the  fender  everything, 
from  socks  to  coat.  Then  I  set  to  work  at 
the  eatables  with  what  appetite  I  might ; 
and  the  extent  of  that  may  be  guessed  at. 
The  children  had  already  thoughtfully

"  Was  there  nothing  else  I  could  do?— 
no  other  way  at  all  of  earning  a  ftw 
pounds  until  I  got  some  proper  employ- 
ment ?  " 

"  What  else  was  there  for  a  non-laborer 
like  me?" 

"Couldn't  I  write  and  ask  Robert 
Franks  for  the  loan  of  a  little  money?  He 
would  be  sure  to  lend  it.  He  was  always 
such  a  kind-hearted  fellow." 

"  What  would  be  the  use  of  five  or  ten 
pounds  ?  I  couldn't  ask  him  for  more 
when  that  was  gone.  And  why  does  my 
little  comforter  fear  ?" 

And  the  little  comforter  cried  on  my 
shoulder,  and  told  me  she  was  afraid— yea, 
afraid  that  the  degradation  would  be  too 
much  for  a  proud  spirit,  and  that  if  my 
heart  didn't  break  I  should  perhaps  destioy 
myself. 

Then  I  turned  comforter,  and  told  her 
how  there  was  no  degradation  to  be  un- 
deigone.

Wasn't  it  more  spirited  than  living  on 
one's  relatives, — even  supposing  I  could 
exist  until  I  heard  from  England  ?  Yes  ; 
there  could  be  nothing  more  honorable  ; 
nothing  more  becoming  a  gentleman  of 
spirit,  barring  the  one  fact  of  his  living 
upon  his  lawfully  acquired  means  !"  I 
soared,  as  you  see,  and  my  little  woman, 
from  crying  turned  to  smiling,  and  wing 
and  wing  we  flew  off  together."

Who. can  blame  me  for  finishing  the 
sentence  with  "  We  shall  be  safe  to  make 
an  independence,  at  least,  in  two  or  three 
years  I" 

"  Or  else  go  home  to  England  as  prima 
donna  and  tfnore.'* 

It  was  a  pity  that  it  was  too  late  and 
too  wet,  and  that  the  horse  was  too  tired 
for  rae  to  begin  that  very  evening. 

The  next  morning  I  was  still  enthusi- 
astic enough  not  to  take  the  trouble 
of  making  my  usual  daily  visit  to 
the  hotel  to  see  the  advertisements 
in  my  line  in  the  ArguM, — at  least,  I  didn't 
trouble  to  go  until  after  two  o'clock.

If  I  struck 
my  first  chord  at  between  seven  and  eight 
o'clock,  it  would  be  .ark  enough  in  all 
conscience;  and  my  audience,  having 
dined,  would  be  at  comfort^ible  leisure  to 
attend  to  me.  Well,  at  about  six  o'clock, 
then,  I  quietly  put  the  horse  to,  slipped 
my  sack  alpaca  coat  and  my  sombrero  into 
the  gig,  and  then  went  in-doors  for  my 
guitar,  and  half  a  crown  from  the  sad- 
faced  woiker. 

"Are  you  going  out  for  long,  sir?"  Mrs. 
Tom  Smith  asks. 

"  Yes,  Mrs.  Smith,  I  am  going  to  the 
play.  I  may  leave  early,  and  be  home 
about  ten  o'clock." 

And  then,  turning  to  my  wife,  I  said 
significantly, — 

"Adeline,  I'm  taking  in  the  guitar  for 
some  new  strings ; "  for  I  had  perceived 
that  Mrs.  Smith  had  observed  rae  putting 
the  instrument  into  the  gig.  Then  Ade- 
line, after  what  I  thought  a  very  curious 
silence,  gathered  up  her  work  in  her 
arms,  and  unceremoniously  ran  out  into 
the  veranda  ;  whereupon  Mrs.  Tom  Smith 
looked  to  me  for  an  explanation  of  all 
this.    I  laughed,  and  said, — 

"  She  is  angry  with  me,  perhaps,  for  not 
taking  h..'r  to  the  theatre ;  but  I  under- 
8to<xl  all  along  that  she  didn't  care  for 
going." 

"  Ask  her  now,  sir.  I'll  take  care  of  the 
children,  and  welcome." 

"That  I  will,  Mrs.  Smith.  I  suppose 
she  wanted  to  go,  but  didn't  like  to  leave 
the  youngsters  to  trouble  you.' 

Arrived  in  the  veranda,  and  going  to 
its  darkest  corner  among  the  clematis, 
where  a  lady  was  weeping  bitterly,  not  to 
say  hysterically,  I  say,  gayly, — 

".Well,  madame,  so  we  have  lost  our 
courage  at  last ;  and  that  stage- fortune 
that  we  were  to  have  is  not  to  be  ours  af- 
ter all :" 
"  O,  William,  dear,  do  for^ve  me  :  I—" 
"  A  comforting  sort  of  thing,  this  I  is  it 
not,  for  this  cold  evening  !" 

"  O,  it  is  cruel,  William,  dear— so  cruel 
in  rae.  But  I  could't  help  it — I  couldn't, 
indeed  ;  and  you  know  I  am  not  so  strong 
now  as- as  I  might  be !" 

Poor  little  woman !  I  knew  that  well 
enough ;  for  the  thought  of  it  was  help- 
ing to  break  my  heart  as  well  as  hers. 


What  else  could  I  do  ?  I  stayed  to  com- 
fort her  ;  and  the  eflfect  was  so  great  that 
in  a  few  minutes  the  bonnet  and  shawl 
were  run  in  for,  and  both  of  us  were  seat- 
ed in  the  gig  and  on  our  way  for  a  drive  ! 
As  then  and  there  agreed  upon,  it  was  a 
drive  of  reconnaisance  du  pays,  to  see 
whereabouts  would  be  likely  to  pay  me. 
I  declare  we  drove  around  the  western 
suburbs  that  night  until  ten  o'clock  ;  ac- 
tually picking  out  the  groups  of  houses 
where  I  was  likely  to  secure  an  audience, 
and  debating  on  the  matter  as  profession- 
ally as  if  I  were  a  regular  old  hand  at  the 
business. 

Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday 
morning  in  town,  going  through  the  old 
unhappy  routine  of  place-seeking.  But 
all  without  effect.  Is  it  any  wonder  that 
I  became  more  and  more  eager  to  try  my 
scheme  ?  And  what  is  more,  I  was  de- 
termined not  to  be  balked  this  time  by 
any  lady  at  the  gate.  I  knew  she  was  in 
good  hands.  So  on  Friday  afternoon  I 
drove  back  from  town ;  told  my  old  story 
of  non-success ;  gave  my  horse  his  feed 
of  chaff  (alas !  he,  poor  fellow,  felt  the 
master's  poverty  in  his  short  allowance  of 
corn) ;  and,  putting  my  guitar  and  my 
clothes  for  disguise  into  the  gig,  waited 
for  a  favorable  opportunity,  when  no  too 
loving  eyes  were  looking  on,  and  drove 
otif  in  an  undignified  canter  away  on  my 
fortune-hunting  expedition. 

While  I  am  doing  this,  let  me  say  a  few 
words  about  my  antecedents.  I  am  half 
a  foreigner — that  is,  my  mother,  like  her 
of  many  another  Englishman,  was  an 
alien.  This  fact  goes  a  good  way  to  ac- 
count for  my  being  a  player  on  that  un 
British  instrument— the  guitar.  I  am  ex- 
ceedingly dark,  as  was  ray  mother,  and 
altogether  have  not  a  thorough  British 
look.  So  this  being  half  a  foreigner  was 
now  rather  in  my  favor.  It  enabled  me 
to  pass  lor  a  whole  one,  and  by  good  for- 
tune also  to  sing  in  other  languages  be- 
sides my  native  English. 

Everybody  knows  the  kind  of  weather 
autumn  brings— good  suicidal  weather  all 
the  world  over,  as  well  in  Australia  as  in 
Europe.  As  I  plodded  through  the  avenues 
I  felt  unutterably  miserable.  Oh,  that 
evening.  I  am  sure  you  would  have  said, 
"  God  help  him,"  if  you  could  have  known 
how  wretched  I  was.  God  did  help  me, 
too,  I  am  sure,  or  I  never  should  have 
successfully  passed  through  those  days. 
The  first  time  I  stopped  was,  I  recollect, 
in  front  •f  a  large  detached  house,  whose 
lower  windows  were  all  lighted  up,  and 
in  which  I  could  plainly  hear  laughing 
voices.  I  had  just  untied  the  usual  green 
baize  wrapper  in  which  I  carried  my 
guitar,  and  already  sounded  a  gentle  trial 
cord,  which  almost  frightened  me  off  my 
project— it  was  so  dreadful  actually  to  hear 
one's  self  playing  as  a  mendicant — all  this 
was  going  on,  and  so,  too,  was  my  heart, 
and  my  lips  and  nostrils,  even  dilating  for 
breath,  when  a  group  of  young  men  and 
girls  coming  up  the  street  stopped  behind 
me — attracted,  no  doubt,  by  the  feeble 
trial  chords  my  trembling  fingers  had 
struck.  I  was  standing  inside  the  front 
garden-gate,  which  I  had  unlatched,  and 
the  people  were,  of  course,  outside ;  so 
that  I  had  really  nothing  to  fear  on  the 
score  of  being  recognized.  But  will  it  be 
believed?  even  before  such  a  small 
audience  as  had  gathered  I  couldn't  goon. 
I  felt  I  could  not.  And  not,  mind  you, 
because  I  had  never  before  played  "and 
sang  before  people.  Quito  the  contrary  ; 
for  I  had  frequently  performed  as  an 
amateur,  not  only  at  parties  and  balls,  but 
even  in  the  concert-room.  No ;  I  had 
none  of  the  orthodox  debutant'n  weak 
ness.  I  simply  felt  powerless  to  make  the 
terrible  plunge,  and  actually  begin  to 
perform  as  a  mendicant  musician  !  What, 
then,  did  I  do  ?  for  another  horror,  and  a 
worse  one,  came  over  me  at  that  moment. 
What  if  I  should  be  arrested  as  a  vagrant, 
now  I  was  in  a  gentleman's  grounds  ?  I 
would  have  given  twenty  pounds  at  the 
moment  to  have  been  able  to  turti  and 
run  away — away  anywhere.  But  if  I  had 
gone  past  the  now  increased  group  at  the 
gate— had  I  gone  off  without  playing,  or 
in  some  way  making  my  presence  known 
to  the  inmates  of  the  house— might  I  not 
be  suspected  of  being  a  spy  for  burglars, 
or  a  thief  myself  under  the  guise  of  a , 
musician,  and  followed  and  arrested  ?  But  I 
Necessity  has  a  mother —Invention, 
pretended  that  my  in.struuient  was  out 
order  at  the  pegs";  gave  a  muttered  "Cos- 
petto  !"  or  two ;  and,  kneeling  on  one  knee 
to  support  my  guitar  well  on  the  other,  I 
fidgeted  long  with  it  to  weary  out  my 
watchers.  So  away  they  went,  slowly 
enough,  as  I  thought.  And  I  ?  why  I  fol- 
lowed them  quickly  enough,  I  can  tell 
you,  and  never  stopped  until  I  had  reached 
the  lonely  seabeach,  where  I  sat  down  on 
a  heap  of  gravel,  and— what?  well,  then, 
cried— gasped,  or  sobbed,  or  whatever 
else  you  like  to  call  it !  I  was  going  to 
say  nothing  about  this  part  of  the  busi- 
ness; but  recollecting  that  in  the  history 
of  such  a  narrative  as  mine,  it  is  bept  to 
say  exactly  what  occurred— no  more,  and 
certainly  no  less -I  confess  that  I  fairly 
broke  down — why,  I  cannot  say. 

I  must  have  sat  on  that  heap  of  gravel 
for  more  than  half  an  hour  reasoning  with 
myself,  and  a  hard  battle  I  had  in  that  rea- 
soning. At  one  time  I  fairly  "jibbed," 
and  would  have  "  given  the  world,"  as 
they  say,  if  it  had  in  earnest  rained,  as  it 
had  all  the  evening  been  threatening  to  do. 
But  it  did  n't  rain  and  before  I   got   up  I 


be  right "  So  I  waited  a  bit  and  thought 
hard.  But  all  remained  wrong  instead  of 
coming  right,  for  before  half  a  minute  had 
passed  my  down-turned  eyes  saw  the  path- 
way suddenly  darken,  at  d  looking  up,  I 
found  the  lights  in  the  windows  were  gone 
away.

Well,  as  I  walked  slow- 
ly towards  another  strijet,  the  terrible 
words,  "  I  must  do  something  in  order  to 
live,"  kept,  thank  Heaven,  repeating 
themselves  in  my  mind  ;  they  strengthen- 
ed my  resolves,  and  fixed  my  vacillating 
courage.  By  and  by  I  had  to  give  up  in 
despair  all  hope  of  recalling  the  words  of 
my  Italian  aria,  so  I  pitched  upon  and 
began  repeating  to  myself  the  words  of

I  continued  a  street  minstrel  for  just 
fifteen  days  —  excluding  Sundays  — and 
earned  altogether  no  less  for  my  evenings' 
work  than  six  pounds  four  shillings.  My 
takings  were  rapidly  increasing,  notwith- 
standing the  cold  season, — for  I  was,  in 
fact,  becoming  rather  a  kind  of  rage.  I 
was  the  only  man  of  the  species  in  the 
colony,  and  after  I  retired  I  don't  think 
any  one  appeared  in  my  stead,  at  least, 
none  who  aimed  higher  than  the  conven- 
tional negro  with  his  banjo.  I  used  to 
sing  fashionable  operatic  Italian  arias, 
Spanish  ballads,  and  French  chansons, 
with  now  and  then  a  favorite  English 
song.  I  began  drawing  very  well  indeed, 
and  soon  had  no  fears  about  my  weekly 
bills.  But  just  when  I  least  expected  a 
suitable  engagement  oftered,  and  I  retired 
from  my  stage.  But  I  went  through  a 
good  deal  in  that  fortnight, — a  lifetime  of 
adventure  indeed. — CasselVs  Magazine. 

Punctuality. 

TiiE  words  punctuality  and  punctuation 
both  come  from  the  Latin  word  punctum, 
a  point,  and  the  value  of  both  may  be  said 
to  consist  in  placing  points  exactly  in  their 
prop«r  locality.  We  all  know  how  nec- 
essary it  is,  in  order  to  understand  the 
printed  or  written  page,  that  the  comma, 
semi-colon  and  period  should  mark  the 
proper  divisions,  and  also  the  unfortunate 
mistakes  which  the  want  of  these  little 
points,  or  their  careless  misplacement, 
may  produce.  Much  more  essential  is  it, 
both  lor  our  well-being  and  that  of  others, 
that  we  learn  correctly  and  exactly  to 
punctuate  our  time.  The  evils  of  finish- 
ing an  iraportant  letter  too  late  for  the 
post,  of  arriving  at  the  depot  just  after 
the  train  has  started,  of  failing  to  meet  an 
urgent  engagement,  or  to  see  a  valued 
friend,  or  to  obtain  the  physician  on  whose 
presence  a  life  may  depend,  are  so  obvious 
that  their  frequency  may  well  be  a  matter 
of  astonishment.  The  evils  that  are  the 
most  manifest  are  not  the  only  injuries 
that  result  from  unpunctuality.  Money 
is  but  the  representative  of  labor,  and 
all  labor  demands  time,  there- 
fore he  who  wastes  the  time  of  others  by 
his  tardiness  is  guilty  of  positive  dishon- 
esty. He  has  detracted  by  so  much  from 
another's  power  of  labor,  thus  depriving 
the  community  of  the  good  that  might 
have  been  rendered,  and  the  individual 
of  the  returns  he  might  have  received.  It 
may  be  .said  that  the  amount  of  good  thns 
squandered  is  so  small  as  to  be  unworthy 
of  notice ;  but  the  fact  is  we  can  never 
know  how  ^eat  it  is.  If  a  number  ef 
persons,  as  in  a  committee  or  a  family,  are 
delayed  five  minutes  by  the  tardiness  of 
one  member,  each  one  loses  that  amount 
oftime,  anda  whole  hour  is  frequently 
thus  consumed.  As  none  can  tell  what 
might  have  been  effected  by  some  of  the 
party  in  that  wasted  time,  so  there  can  be 
no  estimate  of  the  amount  of  the  loss. 
Punctuality  is  then  a  moral  duty,  and  its 
violation  may  in  no  wise  be  regarded  as  a 
light  matter,  only  involving  inconvenience 
to  a  few,  but  must  be  looked  upon  as  a 
breach  of  honesty. 

A  press  of  duties  is  often  pleaded  as  an 
excuse  for  unpunctuality.  But  we  usually 
find  that  the  punctual  man  is  he  who  ac- 
complishes the  largest  amount  of  business 
in  the  best  manner,  while  it  is  chiefly  the 
idlers  of  society  who  are  addicted  to  this 
fault.  There  is,  indeed,  a  class  of  busy 
iditrii,  who,  perhaps  more  than  any  others, 
fail  in  this  virtue  of  punctuality.  They 
look  at  their  work  in  the  aggregate,  and 
are  frightened  at  its  bulk  ;  but,  having  no 
system,  though  they  may  begin  it  with 
ftrvor,  they  suffer  one  part  to  overrun  the 
time  of  another,  and  poon  get  into  con- 
fusion. Nervously  busy,  and  exhausted 
with  unnecessary  friction,  they  yet  ac- 
complish far  less  than  others,  who,  by  sys- 
tem and  regularity,  pursue  their  avoca- 
tions with  comparative  ease.  System  is, 
indeed,  the  soul  of  punctuality.  As  the 
arrangement  of  the  author's  thoughts, 
ideas  and  words  into  their  natural  divi- 
sions is  the  foundation  and  cause  of  his 
punctuation,  so  the  systematic  arrange- 
ment of  time  lies  at  the  root  and  is  the  chief 
source  of  punctuality.  Life  is  long  enough 
for  all  the  proper  purposes  of  life,  if  they 
are  only  arranged  with  forethought. 

Time  is  not  the  only  thing  in  which 
punctuality  is  requisite.  In  the  matter  of 
payments  that  may  not  be  legally  enforc- 
ed, though  justly  due,  the  lack  of  this  vir- 
tue is  ever  producing  grievous  injuries. 
If  the  anguish  of  disappointment  that  is 
frequently  experienced  by  the  poor  when 
their  rightful  dues  are  withheld  or  delay- 
ed by  thoughtlessness  or  neglect,  could  be 
opened  to  the  view,  it  would  reveal  a  pic- 
ture of  injury  and  wrong  that  would  sad- 
den every  heart.  And  into  every  duty  this 
element  of  punctuality  enters.  Every 
known  duty  faithfully  and  punctually  per- 
formed, is  a  means  of  elevation  to  the  in- 
dividual and  of  benefit  to  the  community, 
while  one  who  suffers  himself  to  procras- 
tinate duty  and  put  off  what  is  hard  or  un- 
pleasant, will  gradually  lose  both  his 
self  respect  and  the  esteem  of  others. — 
PhUaddphia  Ledger.

Onb  of  our  oldest  merchants,  who  is  so

Eyes. 

There  is  a  wonderful  diversity  among 
animals  in  respect  to  the  number  of  their 
eyes.  In  mammals,  birds,  reptiles,  and 
fishes  they  are  limited  to  two,  and  are  al- 
ways placed  on  the  head.  The  greater 
partof  the  surface  of  the  head  of  the  house- 
fly is  covered  by  an  aggregation  of  about 
10,000  eyes ;  and  in  the  dragon-fly  they 
number  about  50,000,  and  may  be  easily 
seen  by  the  use  of  a  magnifying  lens  even 
of  verj'  small  power. 

They  are  not  always  confined  to  the 
head  alone.  In  spiders  and  scorpions  there 
are  generally  eight  or  ten  of  them  in  one 
or  more  clusters,  on  the  dorsal  aspect  of 
that  part  of  the  body  which  is  formed  by 
the  union  of  the  head  and  thorax. 

The  star-fish  or  five-fingers,  familiar  to 
every  one  who  has  spent  any  time  on  our 
seacoast,  has  an  eye  on  the  tip  of  each  ray 
or  arm.  In  the  sea-urchin,  which  is  homo- 
logically  nothing  but  a  star  fish  with  the 
ends  of  its  rays  drawn  close  together,  the 
Ave  eyes  are  gathered  in  a  circle  around 
what  is  considered  the  hinder  portion  of 
the  body. 

The  scallop  has  numerous  eyes  on  the 
edge  of  his  mantle,  extending  from  one 
end  of  the  animal  to  the  other,  and  form- 
ing a  semi-circle.  Some  marine  worms 
have  them  in  clusters,  not  only  on  the 
head,  but  also  along  each  side  of  the  body, 
even  to  the  tip  of  the  tail,  and  they  are 
connected  individually  and  directly  with 
the  medium  nervous  cord.  If  we  descend 
to  the  lowest  forms,  we  find  many  in- 
fusoria which  have  neither  eyes  nor 
nerves,  and  yet  it  is  easy  to  see  that  thev 
are  sensitiye  to  light,  for  they  either  seek 
or  avoid  it. — Dr.  Clark,  in  Hours  at  Horn*. 


FoLsoned  Candies. 


PRrssiA  decides  that  horseflesh  ii» 
wholes'jme  food,  also  that  it  is  cheap,  much 
cheaper  than  beef  or  mutton.  Perhaps  on 
the  average,  it  is.  But  it  would  be  detr 
feeding  lo  masticate  steaks  cut  from  such 
animals  as  Dexter  and  Mountain  Bo^r. 


A  LADY  in  Akron,  O.,  was  dangerously 
poisoned,  a  few  days  since,  by  eating  a 
small  piece  of  candy  which  had  been 
colored  with  some  ptoisonous  substance. 
The  New  York  Herald  has  recently  been 
exposing  the  poisonous  and  unwhole- 
some substances  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  candy.  It  says  the  largest 
ingredient  in  the  adulterous  process  is 
terra  albo,  a  ^ecies  of  of  chalky  earth  im- 
ported from  Kentucky,  thousands  of  hogs- 
heads of  which  are  used  in  New  York 
every  year.  Its  cost  is  a  cent  and  a 
quarter  per  pound,  and  it  is  used  in  place 
of  sugar  at  fifteen  cents  a  pound.  Like 
gypsum,  it  dries  up  very  quick.  It  has  a 
sweet  taste,  and  in  this  regard  is  a  very 
good  substitute  for  sugar,  but  its  effect 
upon  the  system  is  very  disastrous, 
destroying  the  digestive  oreans  and  other- 
wise injuring  the  health.  Other  candies 
are  adulterated  with  starch,  glue,  glucurc 
and  fecule.  Verdigris  is  used  for  coloring 
green,  and  red  is  produced  by  the  sub- 
limate of  mercury.  In  place  of  licorice, 
lampblack  is  employed,  and  the  Tonka 
bean— almost  as  bad  as  opium— is  sub- 
stituted £or  vanilla.  To  produce  flavors 
of  pineapple,  raspberry,  banana  and  other 
fruits,  chemically  prepared  extracts  are 
used,  into  which  not  a  particle  of  the  juice 
r>f  these  fruits  enters,  and  by  which  are  so 
II. any  poisons  introduced  intojthe  human 
stomach.

The  Amendnieut  aiid  the  Two  Parties. 

ALTHOUon  the  adoption  of  the  Fifteenth 
Amendment  fornnftUy  completes  the  reoon- 
■'.ruction  of  the  Union,  it  is  by  no  means, 
as   is    hastily    assumed    by    many    eager 
Democrats,  also  the    end    of  the   work  of 
the    Uepublican    party.      Even    if  there 
were  no  other    reason  for    the  continued 
action  of  that  party,  it  is  enough  that  the 
opposition  propose  no  policy,  and  would 
be  sorely  at  a  loss  if  driren  to  declare  their 
principles.    Since  the  war  the  Democratic 
party   has   opposed  reconstiruction  upon 
theories  and    prejudices    which    the  war 
abolished,  and  it  has  no  plan  to  meet  the 
situation    inevitably    produced     by    the 
Fifteenth  Amendment,  which  it  denounces 
as  nnconstitutional.     It  is  a  strong  party, 
because  fraud,  ignorance,  superstition,  and 
posion  are  iU  allies.    It  has  gained  cer- 
tain apparent  successtw,   because   of  the 
necee-sary  reaction  against  a  party  long  iu 
power,  bi'cause  of  some  of  the  mistakes  of 
that  parly,  and  because  of  the   unscrupu- 
lousnees    of  the    Democratic    managers. 
The  great  Democratic  achievement  since 
the  war  is  obtaining  power  in  the  State  of 
New  York.     But  Governor  Ilotfrnan  can 
hardly  believe  that  he  was  honestly  elect 
ed  ;  nor  would  Mr.  Swenty,  the  New  York 
Dictator  of  his  party,  probably  deny  that 
the  State,  honestly  polled,  is  Republican. 
In  a  free    government    parties  are  not 
only  organizations  to  secure  certain  poli- 
cies— they  are  also  representatives  of  cer- 
tain tendencies  and    principles  in  human 
nature  and  society.     It  is  a  very  imperfect 
and  mistaken  view,  therefore,  which  does 
not  embrace  both  these    facts.    The    Re- 
publican party  apparently  began  with  the 
repeal  of  the  Missouri    Compromise,  and 
first  nominated  a  candidate  for  the  Presi- 
dency in  laSfl.    But  the  essential  truth  is, 
that    the    repeal    of  the    Missouri    Com- 
promise plainly  revealed  to  the  people  of 
this   country    who     honestly     respected 
liberty  as  the  foundation  of  the  govern- 
ment the  rcaljpirit,  purpose  and  tendency 
of    the    Democratic    party.     The   Whigs 
stupidly  tried  to  evade  the  situation,    and 
when  the  thunder    was  already  angrily 
roaring,    played     that    it     was   pleasant 
weather.      They     instantly  disappeared 
amidst  universal  contempt;  and  the  great 
issue    was    at    once   joined.     On  the  one 
hand  were    those    who    believed    in  the 
American  principle,  on  the  other  those 
who  disbelieved.    At  the  polls  and  in  the 
field  the  conflict  has  raged  until  the  pres- 
ent moment.     The  believers  have  thus  far 
been  successful ;  but  the   unbelievers   do 
not  relin(iuish  the  struggU.    Is  this  the 
moment  lor  the  victors  to  disband  ? 

The  spirit  and  tendency  which  the  re- 
peal of  the  Missouri  Compromise  revealed 
in  the  country  still  exist.    They  were  or- 
ganized in  the   Democratic  party  then, 
and  they  are  organized  under  the  same 
name  now.    The  specific  pnrpose  is  not 
the  same,  but  the  spirit  is  unchanged.    It 
is  a  party  whose  last  National  Conveution, 
less  than  two  years  ago,  was  controllsd  by 
the  extreme  South  Carolina  spirit,  and 
abjectly    submitted,    in    the     old     way, 
while  rebel  chiefs,  still  wet  with  the  blood 
of  Union  soldiers,  dictate<l  a  virtual  repu- 
diation of  the  national  debt  of  the  war. 
Overwhelmed  at    the    polls,    despite    its 
boldest  frauds,  it  has  resisted  step  by  step, 
in  Congress  and  in  the  State  Legislatures, 
reconstruction  upon  equal    rights;    and, 
battled  in  that  wretched  effort,  it  turns  in 
the  moment  of  its  final  defeat  and  ex- 
claims, "  The  Republican   party  has  ful- 
filled its  mission,  and  we  must  now  be  en- 
trusted with  power!" 

Upon   what    compulsion?    What  con- 
ceivable reason  is  there  for  supposing  that 
the  Democratic  party,  whose  steady   hos- 
tility to  the  principles  of  the  war  and  the 
policy  of  reconstruction  is  notorious,  will 
more  wisely    maintain    that    policy    and 
those  principles  than  the  party    whose 
strength  lies  in  its  honest  adhesion    to 
justice  and  freedom  f    Or  why  should  the 
country  suppose  that  a[party  the  effects  of 
whose    undisputed    supremacy    may    be 
studied  in  the  city  of  New  York  would 
give  it  a  more  honest  or  a  more  orderly 
government?    And  if  the  party  of  slave- 
ry would  be  an  ill-chosen  defender  of  lib 
erty,  why  should  we  expect  a  government 
of  intelligence  from  the    party  of  igno- 
rance v     The    Democratic    party    is    un- 
changed.   What  policy  fatal  to  our  insti- 
tutions mav  not  count  upon  its  support?  — 
Harper's  Weekly.

This  overture  should  stand  forever  in  his- 
tory as  the  supreme  illustration  of  impu- 
dence. The  negroes  of  the  country  are  not 
so  utterly  idiotic  as  the  Democrats  infer.

Washington  (Feb.  13^  Cor.  Chicago  Tribune. 
The  piece  of  Congressional  humor 
which  amuses  the  town  is  Butlers  dis- 
missal of  Cox.  Cox  i3  a  little  fellow, 
weighing  some  ounces  under  a  hundred 
pounds,  and  Butler  is  a  fat  man,  mashed 
down  by  the  weight  of  baldness.  The 
Democracy  bet  on  Cox,  and  kept  saying 
to  him: 

"  Co.\y,  go  in  and  cleave  his  jyia  mater  ! 
Climb  his  frontispiece  and  Uke  the  roof 
off  his  cerebrum  !  Prepare  yourself,  like 
David,  with  three  smooth  stones  from  the 
brook,  but  be  very  particular  about  your 
sling,  and  see  that  there  is  no  give  to  it." 
To  this  said  Coxy:  "Everything  is 
ready  !  I  have  been  eatine  a  dictionary  for 
a  month  and  digesting  it  with  aqmx  fortis. 
Joe  Miller  I  know  by  heart,  and  as  to 
Parton'e  Life  of  Butler,  I  know  it  like  a 
B'ble." 

Wc  all  expected  great  things  of  Cox— 
allof  us.  Democrats  and  Republicans  alike, 
for  it  is  not  every  day  that  vou  can  see 
two  celebrated  warriors  attack  each  other 
—and  if  there  was  any  sympathy  either 
way  it  was  with  the  light  weight. 

Accordingly,  when  he  began,  the  other 
day.  Congress  was  excited.    The   Demo- 
crats had  packed  away  all  the  laughter  of 
a  month  to   condense    it   into   one  huge 
guflaw  at  Cox's  sally ;  for  it  was  agreed 
amongst    them    that   whatever  the  joke 
might  be  the  laugh  should  be  equal  to  it. 
The  Speaker  entered  into  the  spirit  of  the 
thing ;  for  the  man  who  won't  run  to  see 
a  flijbt  isn't  fit  to  belong  to  human  nature, 
and  the  Speaker  inclined  to  give  these  two 
gladiators    all    license    possible.      Butler 
himself  came  up  to  Cox's  seat  with  the 
fortitude  of  one  walking  to  the  Hari  Kan, 
and  Cox,  he  let  fly  one  fish-hook  which 
made  the  galleries  ring  till  they  cracked. 
The  portrait  of  Lafayette  relaxed  its  fea- 
tures, ana  the  clock  of  Congress  stopped  in 
sheer  anxiety.    The  pretext  for  the  attack 
was  Butler's  attempt  to  cut  down  mileage 
and  get  the  support   of  Horace    Greeley. 
Tom  Filch  had  said  that  Butler  could  go 
away  and  make  big    attorney's    fees,  and 
therefore,  live  without  mileage,  and  Cox 
happily  threw  himself  into  the  position  of 
the  defender  of  Butler's  honor.     It  was  a 
chance  for  an  acute  man  to  have  made  a 
tcirible  satire;  for  the  audience  was  in  an 
appreciative  mood,  and  the  object  of  as- 
sault   was    full   of  saliences,    both  in  his 
character  and  career.    Cox  started  by  say- 
ing that  Butler   always   took    his  pay  m 
gold,  defended   him  from  running  away 
either  from  Fort  Fisher  or  Congress,  and 
concluded  by  a    mock    eulogy  upon  his 
lofty  patriotism  and  economy. 

It  was  as  great  a  failure  as  a  glass  of  ram- 
water  from  a  soda  fountain,  but  the  Democ- 
racy gave  their  gutfaw,  and  Butler  went 
immediately  to  his  place.  In  three  min- 
utes he  was  up,  and  this  was  the  sole  reply 
he  vouchsafed -set  in,  as  if  negligently,  at 
the  end  of  miscellaneous  remarks : 

"  As  to  the  vituperation  of  the  member 
from  New  Y'ork,  he  will  hear  my  answer 
to  him  by  every  boy  that  whistles  it  on  the 
street,  and  by  every  hand-organ,  '  Shoo, 
fly  ;  don't  bodder  me ! '" 

When  Butler  said  this  he  gave  a  gesture 
and  a  grimace  that   was  wonderful— the 
gesture  being  a  polite,   flowing  motion  of 
the  hand,  commencing  at  the  heart  and 
describing  a  wave  to  the  right,  while  he 
brought  his  head  down  near  the  extended 
arm,  indicating  Cox  with  the  peak  of  it, 
and  his  face,  turned  sideways  and  looking 
up  his  bosom,  expressed  the  compassion 
of  Uncle  Toby  in  Sterne  when  he  put  the 
fly  out  of  the  window.    The  malice  and 
mock  contempt  of  the  thing  was  just  up 
to  the  appreciation  of  Congress.     Had  it 
been  a  higher  flight  it  would^have  failed. 
The  roar  that  followed  it  was  immediate, 
and  continued  for  several  minutes,  and 
broke  out  again  and  again.    The  Demo- 
crats joined  in  the  laugh  at  first,  forgetting 
who    it    turned    against.     Cox    tried    to 
smile,  but  it  was  hard  work.    He  lost  his 
temper,  and  arose,  and  launched  a  speech 
of  mere  billingsgate  back,  with  "  thief," 
"robbery,"  "rhinoceros,"  "beast,"  "bomb- 
proof soldier,"  and  "condemned  man"  in 
It,  all  showing  that  he  had  misapprehend- 
ed his  art,  and  exaggerated  his  power  of 
mischief.     Cox,  we  are  ;compelled  to  say, 
is   artistically    a  fraud.    We    sent    for  a 
Balaam  to  curse  this  Butler,  but  the  ass 
spoke  instead. 

The  rage  of  the  Democrats  is  great  It 
is  proposed  to  drop  Cox  from  the  caucus, 
while  Butler  has  been  for  three  days  the 
greatest  lion  of  the  city. 

"Well,"  says  Jim  Nye,  referring  to 
Butler's  physiognomy,  "  when  you  see  a 
man  whose  eye  wants  to  gnaw  through 
the  bridge  of  his  nose,  stand  out  of  his 

way." 

It  is  my  opinion  that  this  retort  of  But- 
ler had  been  in  pickle  for  a  month,  because 
he  was  aware  that  Cox  meant  to  seek  an 
early  opportunity  to  engage  with  him,  and 
lacking  the  nimbleness  of  his  enemy  to 
keep  up  a  running  fight,  he  resorted  to  a 
familiar  phrase  and  one  burst  of  crushing 
contempt.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  talk  in 
such  papers  as  the  Nation,  about  what  is 
dignity,  and  art,  and  nicety,  but  in  the 
rough" battle  of  American  life  a  man  needs 
to  know  what  will  answer  its  purpose. 
His  art  may  be  all  wrong,  but  effects  are 
what  rough  men  seek,  and  not  merely  ap- 
proved processes.  Butler,  however,  is  a 
close  reader  and  a  long  contriver,  and  one 
might  almost  think  that  he  had  taken  the 
lesson  for  this  gesture  and  illustration 
from  "  Tristram  Shandy." 

Listen  to  it : 

"  My  Uncle  Toby  had  scarce  a  heart  to 
retaliate  upon  a  fly.  *  Go,'  says  he,  one 
day  at  dinner,  to  an  overgrown  one  which 
had  buzzed  about  his  nose,  and  tormented 
him  cruelly  all  dinner-time,  and  which, 
after  infinite  attempts,  he  had  caught  at 
last,  as  it  flew  by  him.  '  I'll  not  hurt  thee,' 
says  my  Uncle  Toby,  rising  from  his  chair 
and  going  across  the  room  with  the  fly  in 
his  hand  ;  '  I'll  not  hurt  a  hair  of  thy  head. 
Go,'  says  he,— lifting  up  the  sash  and  open- 
ing his  hand  as  he  spoke,  to  let  it  escape — 
•Go,  poor  devil,  get  thee  gone  ;  why  should 
I  hurt  thee?  This  world  surely  is  wide 
enough  to  hold  both  thee  and  mc.' "

Address  to  the  Colored  People. 


Washinoton,  Feb.  9, 1870. 

The  National  Executive  Committee, 
George  T.  Dowling,  President,  and  F.  G. 
Borebodes,  Secretary,  have  issued  the  fol- 
lowing address  to  the  colored  people  of 
the  United  States  : 

"  Y'our  National  Executive  Committee, 
created  by  you  in  National  Convention 
assembled,  January  13,  1869,  to  urge  leg- 
islation looking  to  the  educational,  mate- 
rial, and  political  interests  of  the  colored 
people  of  the  nation,  deem  that  they  have 
at  length  arrived  in  the  progress  of  their 
efiforts,  at  the   probable  political  consum- 
mation of  their  hopes,  in  so  far  as  the  or- 
ganic law  of  the  Republic  is  concerned  ; 
they  recognize  that  desired  result  in  the 
anticipated  announcement  of  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  Fifteenth  Amendment  to  the 
Federal  Constitution,  which   forbids  any 
abridgment  of  the  right  of  suffrage  on  ac- 
c<iunt  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition 
of  any  citizen  of  the  United  SUtes.    They 
feel  that  the  amendment  should,  in  the 
estimation  of  colored  men,  transcend  in 
importance  even  the  revered  declaration 
of  our  national  independence,  inasmuch 
as  it  is  a  practical  aflarmation  of  the  rights 
of  men.    while    the    other    was   but    a  ^ 
theoretical  enunciation  thereof     There-  ; 
fore  has  it  been  determined  that  it  is  fitting  i 
tor  your  committee  to  advise  the  general 
assembling  of  colored  people    of  every 
State  and  Territ<iry  through  the  length  and  ;

Amendment  shall  have  been  i>ffleially  an-  j 
nounced  and  ratified,  in  order  Ut  ofler  up  . 
prayer  and  thanksgiving  to  the  Almighty 
God ;  and  in  all  proper  ways  to  assure  the 
world  our  realization  and  appreciation  of

Chas.  V.  RiLEY,  eritomologist,  cautions 
those  who  would  use  sarbolic  acid  to  de- 
stroy insects,  againiit  using  the  crude 
(cresylic)  acid,  the  Utter  being  the  pure 
acid.  However  muct.  diluted,  he  says,  it 
kills  plants  as  well  as  Insects.  "  Carbolic 
acid  mixes  well  with  alkalies,  but  not  with 
water,  and  it  can  onl)'  be  used  as  a  sapo- 
naceous compound." 

Associated  dainefi  originated  in  Swit- 
zerland, where  the  poor  peasants  _  were 
obliged  to  combine  the  milk  of  their  sin- 
gle cows  to  make  chtese  to  compete  with 
their  rich  neighbors.  American  dairymen 
combine  to  perfect  their  productions,  by 
securing  the  best  conveniences  and  appli- 
ances for  converting  milk  into  cheese  and 
butter,  fit  for  transportation,  and  of  a  style 
that  shall  suit  the  tasie  of  consumers. 

Four  correspondents  of  the  Country  ^ 
Oentleman  ujiile  in  the  statement  that  an 
application  of  coal  tar  to  seed  corn  is  the 
best  preparation  to  prevent  birds  pulling 
up  the  seed.  The  tar  should  be  heated  be- 
fore being  applied,  or  else  placed  on  top  of 
the  seed,  and  boiling  water  poured  on. 
They  give  from  four  tablespoonfuls  to  a 
half  pint  of  the  tar  m  enough  for  a  bushel 
of  the  corn. 

In  a  lecture  before  the  Connecticut 
State  Board  of  Agriculture,  on  parasites. 
Prof.  Verrin  said  ttiat  the  bed-bug  is 
nocturnal  and  gregarious  in  its  habits,  and 
hence  easy  to  get  riil  o£  It  loves  home 
and  returns  when  possible  every  night  to 
the  same  haunts.  TJiey  lay  eggs  with  a 
lid  on  the  top,  about  100  each,  and  so  a 
few  dozens  in  a  season  will  stock  a  house. 
They  are  allied  to  thj  louse.  Six  parts  of 
petroleum  to  a  hundred  parts  of  water  is  a 
simple  remedy. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  intemperance 
besides  that  of  tobacco,  opium  or  brandy. 
Men  are  dissipated,  to  overtax  their  system 
all  day  and  undersle  jp  every  night.  Some 
men  are  dissipated  by  physical  stimulants, 
and  some  by  social,  and  some  by  profes- 
sional and  sommercial.  But  a  man  who 
dies  of  dtlirium  tranena  is  no  more  a 
drunkard  and  a  suic.de  than  the  lawyer, 
minister  or  the  merchant  that  works  ex- 
cessively all  day  and  sleeps  but  little  at 
mglii—Beechtr. 

"  F.  G."  writes  tha  Country  OtnUeman 
that  sod  is  preferable  for  corn ;  that  he  has 
found  little  difference  in  the  crops  on 
ground  plowed  in  fall  or  spring,  but  pre- 
fers plowing  in  the  lall  on  clay  land  ;  that 
it  is  much  the  best  p  Ian  to  draw  out  and 
spread  the  manure  us  soon  as  the  ground 
is  plowed;  that  snow  will  not  hurt  the 
manure  in  the  least.  If  the  land  is  to  be 
plowed  iu  the  spring  he  still  thinks  it 
better  to  draw  out  and  spread  the  manure 
in  the  winter— drawing  it  as  made. 

Popular  Errors.— To  think  that  the 
more  a  man  eats  thi  fatter  and  stronger  he 
will  become.  To  believe  that  the  more 
hours  children  stud  f  the  faster  they  learn. 
To  conclude  that,  il  exercise  is  good,  the 
more  violent  it  is  the  more  good  is  done. 
To  imagine  tliat  every  hour  taken  from 
sleep  is  an  hour  gained.  To  act  on  the 
presumption  that  the  smallest  room  in 
the  house  is  large  enough  to  sleep  in.  To 
argue  that  whatever  remedy  causes  one  to 
feel  immediately  biitter  is  good  for  the 
system,  without  regard  to  more  ulterior 
effects.  To  eat  without  an  appetite ;  or  to 
continue  to  eat  afler  it  has  been  satisfied, 
merely  to  gratify  the  taste.  To  eat  a 
hearty  supper  for  the  pleasure  experi- 
enced during  the  brief  time  it  is  passing 
down  the  throat,  at  the  expense  of  a  whole 
night  of  disturbed  sleep  and  a  weary  wak- 
ing in  the  morning. 

Bebts.— The  culture  of  the  beet  is  said 
to  be  worth  more  to  a  country  as  a  fertil- 
izer than  the  product  directly  derived  from 
the  treatment  of  the  root,  the  waste  pulp 
proving  more  valuable  than  the  sugar.  It 
is  fed  U)  barned  caille  in  large  quantities. 
It  is  stated  that  in  France,  where  the  busi- 
ness has  grown  to  enormous  dimensions, 
the  increase  in  cattle  on  account  of  beet 
pulp  is  wonderful.  In  the  district  of 
country  surrounding  the  city  of  Valen- 
ciennes, where,  before  the  production  of 
beet  sugar,  seven  hundred  oxen  are  the 
total  amount,  eleven  thousand  five  hun- 
dred are  the  total  amount  raised  last  year. 
But  this  is  not  t.ll.  This  enormous  in- 
crease of  stock  ha.'i  so  much  advanced  the 
fertility  of  the  land  that  one  hundred  and 
ninety-two  thousand  bushels  more  wheat 
are  raised  in  the  same  district  per  annum 
than  were  ever  raised  in  previous  years.— 
N.  T.  Com.  BuUeiin. 


filling  the  apartment  with  the  noxious  ex- 
halations produced  by  the  disease,  and 
compelled  to  breathe  this  vitiated  air  per- 
haps during  the  entire  term  of  illness. 
Ohildren  are  particularly  subject  to  mal- 
treatment of  this  kind ;  and  as  if  tight 
windows  and  shutters  were  not  enough  in 
their  case,  there  is  generally  added  to  it 
wrappings  enough  to  swathe  a  mummy. 
Among  certain  classes  it  is  the  custom  if  a 
child  shows  any  symptoms  of  measles  or 
scarlatina  during  any  epidemic  of  these 
diseases,  to  dose  it  freely  ut  once  with  hot 
gin  or  spirits,  hot  drinks  of  various  kinds, 
and  to  swathe  it  in  as  many  blankets  and 
shawls  as  it  can  bear  short  of  actual  suffo- 
cation. The  temperature  of  the  roomjis 
increased  to  an  unreasonable  degree,  every 
breath  of  air,  and  sometimes  every  ray  of 
light,  is  as  carefully  excluded  as  if  theur 
access  to  the  child  would  be  all  but  death. 
Of  course  the  best  intentions  actuate  this 
mode  of  treatment,  but  it  is  a  most  lam- 
entable want  of  knowledge  which  dic- 
tates it.  It  is  done  with  the  intention  of 
"  bringing  out  the  rash,"  as  a  safeguard 
against  cold,  and  perhaps  with  a  dozen 
other  objects,  when  an  ordinary  warm 
bath,  confinement  to  a  room  of  moderate 
temperature,  and  warm,  diluent  drinks, 
would  be  far  more  efficacious. 

A  pleasant,  cheerful,  well- ventilated  sick 
room  has  a  beneficial  influence,  also,  by 
its  mental  effect  on  the  patient ;  and  every 
exertion  should  be  made  to  secure  this 
end,  both  for  the  comfort  of  the  patient, 
and  his  attendants,  and  the  parties 
interested  will  be  well  rewarded  for  their 
pains  by  the  cutting  short  of  the  disease 
and  the  hastening  of  convalescence.— 
Oood  Health.

It  is  a  curious  and  interesting  fact  that 
with  the  adoption  of  the  Fifteenth  Amend- 
ment, and  the  close  of  the  great  series  of 
measures  of  reconstruction  which  formal- 
ly end  the  war,  a  living  symbol  of  the  vic- 
tory  of    equal   rights   which    has   been 
achieved  should  appear  in  the  Senate  of 
the   United  States  in  the  person  of  Mr. 
Revels,  the  colored  Senator  from  Missis- 
sippi.   It  is  no  less  striking  and  significant 
that  the  papers  which  al'  ays  toadied  the 
great  slave-drivers  in  Congress  gibe  and 
sneer  at  the  new  Senator,  not  because  of 
any  want  i  f  capacity,  any  fault  of  charac- 
ter, or  any  defect  of  manner,  but  solelv 
because   of  color.    If    Mr.  Revels    shall 
prove  to  be  as  shallow  as  Mr.  Wigfall,  as 
arrogant  as  Mr.  Toombs,  as  false  to  his 
country  as  Mr.  Jefferson  Davis;  and  if, 
like  those  ancient  Democratic   Senators 
and  all  their  brethren,  he  shall  devote  all 
his  energies  to  the  perpetuity  and  exten- 
sion of  the  most  un-American,  the  most 
disastrous,  and  the  most  inhuman  policy 
that  was  ever  proposed  in  the  Legislature 
of  a  civilized  nation,  we  shall  >»gree  that 
the  Democratic  gibes  are  well  deserved. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  he  shall  modestly 
and  steadily  continue  to  support  the  great 
principles  to  which  his  life  has  been  devot- 
ed—if he  shall  continue  to  do  all  that  he 
can  to  elevate  and  enlighten  the  most  un- 
fortunate class  of  American  citizens,  to 
establish    securely  that  policy  of   equal 
rights  among  the  people  which  is  alone 
truly  American  and  democratic,  to  culti- 
vate universal  sympathy  and  fraternity, 
and  to  hold  the  Union  to  the  great  and 
humane  purposes  for  which  it  is  declared 
in  the  Constitution  to  be  established— if 
he  proves  by  his   Senatorial  course  his 
faith  in  popular  government,  in  liberty,  in 
justice,  as  the  best  guarantees  of  civiliza- 
tion and  progress,  and  the  greatest  good 
of  the  greatest  number,  he  will  do  what 
neither  Mr.  Wigfall,  nor  Mr.  Toombs,  nor 
Mr.    Slidell,    nor    Mr.    Mason,    nor    Mr.

A 
minister  in  the  i)ulpit  of  a  badly  venti- 
lated church,  a  speaker  on  a  platform  un 
der  similar  influence,  or  a  pvrson  engaged 
in  any  occupatior,  and  for  whom  sufficient 
ventilation  has  not  been  secured,  will  not 
be  capable  of  performing  as  much  labor, 
and  will  be  more  exhausted  by  what  they 
do  perform,  than  if  proper  attention  bad 
been  paid  to  theii"  comfort  in  this  respect 
See  the  effect  of  this  on  a  prisoner  im- 
mured between  walls  which  shut  off  the 
access  of  light  and  air:  notice  the  aspect 
of  pallor  wnich  tiis  tace  quickly  as:mme8, 
ana  the  general  vrant  of  "  tone  "  and  vigor 
apparent  in  the  whole  body.    If  it  has 
this  tff<»ct  on  pertons  previously  in  perfect 
health,  what  must  ihe  consequences  be  to 
a  patient   prostrated    with   a  wasting  diS- 
ea^;,     witli     increased     respiration,    in- 
creased temperature  of  the  body,  consum- 
ing more  oxyget,  exheUing  more  carbon,

Remarkable  Rains. 

There  are,  sometimes,  real  showers  of 
very  unreal  rain.  It  is  stated  by  an  old  wri- 
ter that  in  Lapland  and  Finmark,  about  a 
century  ago,  mice  of  a  peculiar  kind  were 
known  to  fall  from  the  sky ;  and  that  such 
an  event  waa  sure  to  be  followed  by  a 
good  year  for  foxea.  A  shower  of  frogs 
fell,  near  Toulouse,  in  1804.  A  prodigious 
number  of  black  insects,  about  an  inch  in 
length,  descended  in  a  snow  storm  at 
Pakroff,  Russia,  in  1837.  On  one  occa- 
sion, in  Norway,  the  peasants  were  aston- 
ished at  finding  a  shower  of  rata  pelting 
down  upon  their  heads.  Showers  of  fishes 
have  been  numerous. 

At  SUnstead,  m  Kent,  in  1866,  a  pas 
turefield  was  found  one  morning  covered 
plentifully  with  fish,  although  there  is 
neither  sea  nor  river,  laKe  nor  fish  pond 
near.  At  Allahabad,  in  1839,  an  English 
ofllcer  saw  a  good  smart  down-pour  of 
fish,  and  soon  after  thousands  of  small 
dead  fish  were  found  upon  the  ground. 
Scotland  has  had  many  of  these  showers 
of  fish,  aa  in  Rossshire,  in  1829,  when 
quantUies  of  herring  fry  covered  the 
ground ;  at  Islay,in  1830,when  alarge  num- 
ber of  herrings  were  found  strewn  over  a 
field  after  a  heavy  gusty  rain;  at  Wick, 
much  more  recently,  when  herrings  wer« 
found  in  large  quantities  in  a  field  a  mile 
away  from  the  beach.  In  all  these,  and 
numerous  other  cases,  when  a  liberal  al- 
lowance has  been  made  for  exaggeration, 
the  remainder  can  be  explained  by  well- 
understood  causes.

Swammer- 
dam,  the  naturahst,  told  the  people  of 
Hague,  two  centuries  ago,  that  those  red 
spot  were  connected  with  some  phenom- 
ena of  insect  life,  but  they  would  not  be- 
lieve him,  and  insisted  that  the  spoU  were 
real  blood,  and  were  portents  of  evil  times 
to  come.  Other  naturalists  have  su.ce 
confirmed  the  scientific  opinion.

The  famous  tunnel  under  the  Thames 
was  made  forty  years  ago,  in  spite  of  in- 
numerable difficulties,  and  an  overwhelm- 
ing expense.  Chalk  and  gravel  are  so 
penetrable  to  water  that  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  tunnel  through  them  ;  and  the 
attempt,  though  successful,  has  hitherto 
been  a  warning  rather  than  an  encour- 
agement to  succeeding  engineers.  The 
careful  geological  survey  of  this  re- 
gion has  proved  that  a  little  higher  up  is 
a  bed  of  this  impervious  London  clay, 
through  which  no  water  would  percolate. 
Mr.  P.  H.  Barlow  projected  a  tunnel 
through  this  clay,  and  it  waa  begun  the 
26th  of  April,  and  on  the  8th  of  October 
the  paaaage  under  the  river  was  ^fely 
effected.  The  entire  cost  will  be  under 
$90,000 ;  and  its  position— half  a  mile  fur- 
ther up  than  the  old  tunnel,  and  nearer 
the  tower  and  London  Bridge— will  make 
it  very  valuable.  The  passage  will  be 
made  by  an  omnibus,  drawn  by  a  station- 
ary engine,  and  lifts  on  either  side  will 
take  the  passengers  up  and  down.

Thk  eaeerness  wiiu  which  the  Demo- 
cratic press  has  made  the  speech  of  Mr 
Dawes^tho  text  of  a   formal   arraignment 
of  the  aaraiiiistration,   render   it   ot   the 
hlehest  importance  that  the  recent  expen- 
ditures of  the  Government  be  clearly  and 
irankly  elated.

That  I  ho  Ma!ion«l  debt,  created  m  the  defense 
and  restoration  of  the  Tnion.  however  great  the 
burden,  must  be  cheerfally  borne  until  honorably 
and  honestly  extinguished  in  accordance  with  the 
letter  »nd  spirit  of  the  .-everal  laws aulhorialng  tho 
debt,  and  that  all  attempts  at  repndiatioiiof  priu- 
apal  or  interest  should  meet  the  scorn  and  denun- 
ciation of  an  hoaest  and  patriotic  people  ; 

That  we  demand  in  every  department  of  the 
(;oTen,meBt.  f^om  the  highest  to  tbe  lowest,  the 
strictest  economy  of  all  expendltares  consistent 
with  the  r«tquiremenu  of  the  public  service  .that  a 
reduction  ot  taxa.ion  is  demaade-d,  both  of  tarUr 
and  Inisrnal  taxes,  till  It  reaches  tho  lowest  amount 
consistent  with  the  credit  and  necessities  of  the 
iruverument ;  and  that  we  are  in  favor  of  a  taritr  for 
revenue,  t>clieviiig  that  a  proper  adjustmeit  ol 
diiiies  must  necessarily  afford  the  incidental  protec- 
tion to  which  any  iaterest  is  entitled  ; 

That  we  are  in  favor  of  a  currency  fomnded  o« 
nntional  credit  as  abundant  as  the  trade  and  com- 
merce or  the  country  demand,  aad  that  we  disap- 
prove of  all  laws  in  reference  thereto  which  csUO- 
fish  a  monopoly  or  laaquality  therein  ; 

That  we  are  opposed  to  the  donations  of  the 
public  lands  or  the  grant  of  subsidies  in  money  to 
railroads  or  other  corporations,  and  that  we 
demand  the  ressrvation  of  public  domain  for  the 
use  of  actual  settlers,  and  educational  purposes. 

The  platform  further  approves  the 
general  course  of  the  Republiciin  Senators 
and  Representatives  in  Congress;  en- 
dorses the  administration  of  President 
Grant  and  of  the  State  Government ;  and 
congratulates  the  people  of  the  State  that 
the  lime  is  so  near  when  the  State  debt 
will  be  entirely  liquidated.  It  recommends 
that  the  State  Constitution  be  so  amended 
as  to  prohibit  the  taking  eflfect  of  any  law 
or  act  of  the  General  Assembly  recogniz- 
ing any  liability  of  the  Slate  for  the 
"Wabash  and  Erie  canal  bonds,  and  recom- 
mends changes  in  statutes  of  the  State  to 
prevent  extravagant  taxation;  extravagant 
tex  levies  by  lt)cal  authorities  for  local 
purposes;  reaffirms  the  obligation  to  the 
soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  late  war,  and 
that  bounties  and  pensions  provided  by 
law  should  be  paid  without  cost  to  the 
recipient.

The 
principal  of  tho  bonds  then  issued  to  the 
Pacific  Railn>ad  Companies  was  f  53,937  - 
000  or  an  aggreuate  liability  and  indebted- 
ness of  ♦2,.579,400.200  01. 

On  the  1st  of  Febniary,  18.0,  the  n«t 
amount  of  the  public  debt,  exclude j  bonds 
issued  to  the  Pacific  Railroad  Companies, 
and  including  interest  accrueil  and  not 
paid,  was  12,444,813,288.92.

A  CURIOUS  insight  is  furnished  into  the 
honesty  of  the  Parisian  population,  but 
more  especially  of  Parisian  cab-drivers 
and  policemen,  by  the  fortnightly  lists 
which  French  papers  publish  of  objects 
found  in  public  vehicles  or  thoroughfaras 
and  deposited  by  the  finders  at  the  Pre- 
fecture de  Police.  In  a  recent  list,  ennu- 
merating  objects  deposited  at  the  prefec- 
ture between  the  26th  of  December  and 
the  V2th  of  January,  are  18  watches,  22 
purses  or  'pocket-books  (containing  alto- 
gether ;17,47<.)  I  110  c),  3  rings,  1  gold  snuff 
box,  4  bracelets,  3  lockets, 7  brooches,  and 
1  pair  of  gold  spectacles.  All  these  ob- 
jects were  picked  up  in  the  streets  or  in 
public  gardens.  In  cabs,  omnibuses,  and 
theatres  wer?  found  27  purses  and  p<x;ket- 
bmiks  (containing  63,6'.)8  f.  10  c).  If) 
watches,  23  opera  glasses,  1  pearl  neck- 
lace, ;J  gold  necklaces  and  lockets,  2  brace 
lets,  44  umbrellas,  5  ladies'  shawls  or 
cloaks,  and  !)  gentlemen's  overcoats.  The 
most  surpi«sing  feature  of  the  list  consists, 
however,  in  the  number  of  isolate<l 
twenty-franc  and  ten-franc  pp^es  picied 
up  and  brought  to  the  police  office. 

One  can  understand  a  cabman  taking  a 
purse  or  watch  to  a  police  station ;  but 
who  are  thrt.se  phtenix  drivers  who  feel 
bound  to  deposit  coins  of  which  it  must 
be  impossible  to  discover  the  owners? 
This  tiueation,  which  suggests  its<df  to 
foreigners,  leads  unfortunately  to  a  very 
prosaic  explanation.  It  seems  that  the 
Prefecture  de  Police,  entertaining  small 
confidence  in  the  same  inna'-e  probity  of 
mankind,  has  recourse  to  s.n  inpeniou.^ 
and  efficacious  method  of  seeing  that  lost 
objects  are  not  misappropriated  by  the 
finders.  With  a  view  of  impressing  upon 
cabmen  the  prudence  as  well  as  the 
beauiy  of  honesty,  police  a:?cnts  are  di- 
rected now  and  then  to  leave  things  on 
purpo.se  in  public  vehicles.  If  the  drivers 
do  not  bring  the  objects  to  the  Prefecture 
within  two  Jays,  they  are  panished  by  a 
withdrawal  of  their  license,  and  in  some 
instances  prosecuted ;  if,  on  the  contrary, 
they  prt.ve  themselves  honest,  the  objects 
are  handed  over  to  them  at  the  end  of  a 
twelvemonth,  as  is  dom-  in  cases  where 
the  owners  of  property  found  and  depos 
ited  are  not  forthcoming. 

The  same  system  is  pursued  in  theatres 
and  museums,  and  with  singularly  happy 
results,  for  cabmen,  box-openers,  and  po- 
licemen are  afraid  to  be  dishonest,  and  it 
is  very  rare  indeed  that  a  thing  picked  up 
by  them  does  not  find  its  ^y^y  back  into 
the  hands  of  the  owner.

shortly  after  met  by  a  seedy-looking  indi- 
vidual in  the  Queen's  Hotel,  Toronto.

It  will  do  yourself,  and  perhaps 
others,  more  good. 

A  Western  writer  says  if  as  much  at- 
tention was  paid  to  improving  corn  as  is 
given  to  grapes,  a  hundred  million  bushels 
might  be  added  to  the  annual  crop. 

Sweet  apples  are  said  to  be  excellent 
for  milch  cows,  when  fed  in  connection 
with  cut  feed,  or  hay.  Four  quarts  fed 
twice  daily  after  other  feed  will  be  more 
satisfactory  than  eight  quarts  fed  at  (-r.e 
time. 

The  rise  of  sap  in  trees  and  plants  has 
been  explained  on  the  principle  of  capil- 
lary attraction,  bulM.  Becquerel  considers 
that  electricity  is  an  acting  cause.  A  cap- 
illary tube  that  will  not  allow  water^  to 
pass  through  it  does  so  at  once  on  being 
electrified,  and  he  considers  that  elfctro- 
cipillarity  i^  the  efficient  cause  of  sap 
traveling  in  vegetable  life. 

In  spreading  manure,  care  should  be 
taken  to  scatt«r  it  evenly  over  the  land, 
breaking  to  pieces  all  large  and  hard 
lumps.  '  This  should  always  be  done  im- 
raediatelv,  or  not  more  than  half  a  day,  be- 
fore plowing,  especially  if  the  weather  is 
dry  and  very  windy.  The  manure  should 
be  plowed  under,  before  it  dries  very  much, 
or  loss  will  accrue. 

A  CnE.\p  Filter.— A  citizen  of  New 
Britain,  Conn.,  suggests  that  the  cheapest 
way  to  filter  a  cistern  is  to  have  the  water 
before  entering  it  pass  through  a  common 
tub  or  half  barrel  (with  a  perforated  bot- 
tom), filled  with  charcoal,  coarse  gravel, 
and  sand.  Such  a  filter,  if  inserted  in  the 
neck  of  the  cistern,  might  readily  be  re- 
moved and  clfeaned,  and  can  be  construct- 
ed at  a  small  cost. 

The  Prairie  Farmer  says  a  good  way 
to  head  off  the  apple-tree  borers  is,  to 
bring  thick  soft  soap  to  the  boiling  point 
to  render  liquid,  and  while  the  soap  is  hot, 
with  a  paint  or  whitewash  brush  apply  it 
to  the  trunks  of  the  trees,  from  the  ground 
up  as  high  as  attacks  of  borers  are  to  be 
apprehended.  One  application  made 
about  the  first  of  June,  each  year,  will 
sufBciently  protect  the  trees. 

Fastening  Iron  in  Stone.— A  writer 
strongly  recommends  the  use  ot  zinc  in- 
stead of  lead  for  fa-st.ening  iron  railings 
into  stone.  It  is  well  known  that  iron 
cemented  with  lead  is  consumed  by  rust 
very  rapidly  and  destroyed.  The  zinc, 
however,  makes  a  galvanic  circuit  with 
the  iron,  and  being  positive  to  the  iron, 
sustains  all  the  chemical  action,  and  be 
comes  oxidized,  whde  no  rust  forms  upon 
the  iron. 

Kkepino  Egos. — A  citizen  of  Belmont, 
N.  Y.,  has,  for  forty  years,  been  in  the 
habit  of  keeping  eggs  by  taking  them 
fresh  from  the  ue.sl  and  greasing  them 
with  good  lard  or  butter,  and  setting  them 
in  a  cool,  dry  place,  handling  thein  over 
once  in  a  whih',  to  keep  the  yolks  from 
settling  down  to  the  shell.  With  him 
they  keep  ."ix  or  eight  months.  We  have 
had  best,  in  fact,  perfect  success,  by  plung- 
ing the  fresh  fcggs,  a  few  at  a  tim<!,  held 
in  a  wire  ladle,  into  a  kettle  of  boiling 
water,  and  keeping  them  there  long 
enough  to  count  ten— say  five  seconds. 
The  water  must  not  stop  boiling.— J.m<:n- 
ran  Ac,ricnlturiiit. 

TuE  following  method  of  keeping  milk 
fresh  tor  a  long  time,  is  said  U^  be  exten- 
sively practised  in  the  vicinity  of  Paris. 
It  consists  merely  in  adding  to  each  quart 
•f  fresh  milk,  before  the  cream  has  risen 
upon  it,  about  six  grains  of  bicarbonate 
ot  siKla  or  potash,  and  then  placing  the 
milk  in  bottles,  which  are  to  be  tightly 
corked  for  four  hours  in  a  water  bath 
heated  to  a  temperature  of  about  100  de- 
grees, taking  care  not  to  go  beyond  this 
limit.  "When  the  bottles  are  removed 
from  the  bath,  they  are  to  be  made  per- 
fectly tight  by  coaling  the  cork  with  wax, 
and  the  milk  can  then  be  kept  a  long  time 
unchanged. 

Pruning  Currants —It  is  not  advisa- 
ble to  subject  all  varieties  of  currants  to 
the  same  system  of  pruning.  The  com- 
bion  red  and  white  currants  produce  their 
fruit  mainly  on  small  spurs,  growing  on 
wood  two  or  more  years  old,  while  on  the 
black  currants  {Ribea  nigra)  the  fruit  is 
borne  mainly  on  the  wwxi  of  the  preced- 
ing year.  In  the  first-named  varieties, 
shortening  the  young  wood,  if  very  long, 
aids  in  the  production  of  fruit  spurs,  while 
in  the  latter  it  would  lessen  the  number 
of  fruit,  although  it  might  increase  the 
size.  The  black  currants  require  but  little 
pruning,  except  in  the  way  of  thinning 
out  superfluous  branches,  and  the  occa- 
sional shortening  of  very  luxuriant  shoots. 
The  other  sorts  "should  not  only  be  prun- 
ed for  the  purnose  of  keeping  up  a  supply 
of  young,  healthy  shoots  ot  two  and  three 
years  old,  but  a  careful  thinning  out  of 
old  and  decayed  stems.  After  a  branch 
has  borne  two  or  three  crops,  it  should  be 
removed,  and  a  younger  one  allowed  to 
take  its  place. — Hearth  and  Some. 

Look  after  the  Little  Pigs. — Thou- 
sands of  little  pigs  are    frozen  to  death 
every  spring.    Where  the  pens  are  not 
suitable,  it  would  be  better  not  to  have 
them  come  until  the  weather  is  warmer  ; 
but  still,  much  can  be  done  to  make  an  or- 
dinary pen  comfortable  for  the  occasion 
Batten  the  sides,  or  pile  a  quantity  of  straw 
or  litter  on  the  outside.    Anything  that 
will  keep  out  the  cold  air  will  answer. 
Place  some  rails   or   boards  across  the 
sleeping  apartment  three   or   four     feet 
from    the    bottom     of    the     pen,    and 
cover  them  with  straw  packed  in  tight. 
If    the    pen    or    sleeping     apartment    is 
large,  we  have  found  it  a  great  advan- 
tage during  a  cold  night  to  hang,  after 
the  sow  has  made  her  bed,  a  couple  of 
horse  blankets  from  the  top  of  the  pen 
around  the  sfj  w,  somewhat  after  the  fiushion 
of  curtains  on  an  old  feshioned  tent-bed- 
stead.   In  this  way  we  have  saved  a  litter 
of  pigs  in  the  coldest  weather.    A   few 
bags  of  steamed  chaff  placed  around  the 
i^-jd  inside  the  curtains,  would  be  a  great 
ti  Ip,  or,  in  the  absence  of  these,  a  pailful 
of  boiling  hot  water  will  raise  the  temper- 
ature of  the  pen  several  degrees.    In  a 
few  days,  and  often  in  a  few   hours,  if  the 
pigs  arp  strong,    the    danger   is  over. — 
Ameriom  Agriculturist.

He  was  severely  strained  a  year  ago,  by  a 
fia  tious  cow  which  ha  was  leading,  which 
ruptured  the  ou'.er  coat  of  the  artrry  thereby  I 
causing  the  cclargemer.t. 
When  the  kaco  was  stripped  bef'jrc  the  op(>r«- 
tion,  the  diseased  part  appeared  much  swollen 
and  beat  like  a  heart.  Every  pulsation  of  the 
blood  oculd  readily  Ic  seen.  Chloroform  was 
administered,  and  the  patient  soon  fell  into 
anconscionsness.

During  the  first  eleven  months  of  Gen-

to  pay  it  off  at  this  rapid   rate  would 
sound   very   well  iu    foreign  parts,  but 
w<mkl  bo  an  unnecessary  oppression  ot 
this  generation.     The  next  generation  will 
retain  the  same  relation  towards  the   men 
who  put  liown  the  rebellion  that  we  do 
to  the  Fathers  of  the  Ilevolution,  and  it 
would  be  right,  in  justice  and  morals,  to 
let  them  pay  a  part  of  this  debt,  which 
was  contracted  for  their  benefit  as  well  as 
ours.    There  are  those  who  think  it  would 
bo  a  splendid  thing  to  pay  ott  the  entir* 
debt  within  twenty  years,   but  the  next 
generation  would  not  thank  us  for   that, 
any  luor.;  than  the  son   who   inherits  a 
large  fortune  thanks  his  father  for  having 
lived  a  life  of  i.arsimony   and   self  denial. 
1  would  therefore  relieve  the  present 
generation  by  turning  over  to  the  next  a 
ctm^iJerable  portion  of  the  debt,   which, 
in  their  vast  increase   in   population  and 
resources,  will  rest  upon  them  as  a  trifling 
burden.    If  our  population  shall  increase 
in  the  same  ratio  as  it   has  in  the   last 
twenty  years,  we  shall,  at  the  end  of  the 
century,    thirty    years    hence,  have  one 
hundred    millions    of    people,    and    our 
wealth  will  have  increased  in  a  far  greater 
ratio. 


This  may  be  done  by  funding  a  portion 
of  the  debt  into  a  long  bond  at  the  lowest 
rale  of  interest,  which  will  be  accepted, 
it  is  the  purpose  of  Congress  to  reiluce 
the  rate  of  interest  upon  tiie  body  of  the 
debt  by  funding  into  new  bonds,  if  possi- 
ble, all  that  part  which  is  subject  to  re- 
demption and  control.  Whether  the  time 
has  arrived  whenthiscan  be  accomplished 
we  do  not  know,  but  the  effort  will  be 
made. 

The  tide  of  emigration  ia  rising  higher 
and  higher  from  day  to  day.  Tlie  honest 
labor,  intelligence,  science  and  wealth  are 
coming  to  us  from  every  country  in 
Europe,  and  our  growth  and  progress  are 
already  without  a  parallel  in  historj-,  and 
are  exciting  the  astonishment  aud  tear  of 
the  nations. 

BKCONSTRrCTIOX. 

The  primary  wo  k  of  reconstruction  is 
nearly  accomplished.  Mississippi  has 
just  been  reailmttted,  and  Georgia  and 
Texas  will  stnm  follow.  The  recent  action 
ot  Ci>ngres3  has  enunciated  the  great 
principle  that  the  power  to  reconstruct 
implies  the  pow^er  to  protect  the  recon- 
struction, and  to  prevent  the  fraudulent 
violation  of  the  terms  and  conditions  upon 
which  the  late  rebel  States  are  restored  to 
representation ;  that  the  power  to  guar- 
antee a  republican  government  in  a  State 
is  the  power  to  secure,  and  may  be  as 
well  exercised  in  advance,  to  prevent  its 
destruction,  as  to  rebuild  after  it  has  been 
destrovetl.  But  rect>nstruction  will  for 
years  require  the  protecting  and  fi-'stering 
hand  of  the  liepublican  party.  Should 
the  Democratic  party  come  into  power, 
imbued  with  the  spirit  of  sullen  opposi- 1  of 
tion,  it  would  seek  to  destroy  whatever 
has  been  accomplished,  like  the  invaders 
of  ancient  Ho;ne,  who  pulled  down  the 
beautiful  statues  and   monuments,  which

While  I  do  not  approveof  this  decision, 
as  I  had  never  doubted  that  the  Legal- 
Tender  act  was  constitutional  as  to  past 
contnict,  still  it  has  had  the  effect  to 
greatly  simplify  the  financial  situation, 
and  to  remove  the  vast  piles  of  rubbish 
with  which  the  Democratic  party  were  en- 
deavoring to  obstruct  the  vision  of  the 
people  As  it  was  made  by  the  Democratic 
members  of  that  tribunal  which  the 
Democracy  hold  in  such  supreme  regard, 
they  can  not  complain  that  it  is  a  Republi- 
can outrage  committed  for  the  benefit  of 
bloated  bondholders. 

The  decisiim  of  the  Supreme  Court,  if 
not  hereafter  overruled,  has  substantially 
settled  the  question  of  the  emission  of  any 
more  legal  tender  notes,  and  the  financial 
(lucstion  iu  the  future  will  be  between 
the  National  Banking  system  and^  the 
possibly!  revival  of  the  system  of  State 
banks,  The  latter  seems  to  be  popular 
with  th«  Democracy,  as  a  reminiscence  of 
the  doctrine  of  State  Bights,  and  their 
aversion  of  everything  that  grew  out  of 
the  w^ar. 

DEMOCHAIV   .\NI)    THK    COLOBED    VOTERS. 

For  many  years  the   J  )emocratic  party 
lived  upon  pn-judice  against  the  colored 
race.    This  prejudice  was  stimulated  by 
every  means  in  their  power,  by  heaping 
upon  the  colored  man  the   foulest  abuses 
and   ridicule;  by  denying  his  humanity 
and  manhootl ;    by  describing  him  as  a 
semi-baboon,  and  as  a  cross  between  the 
ape  and  the  human,  and  by  denying  to 
him  every  right  that  can  make  life  sweet 
an^  attractive.     Year  after  year,  canvass 
after  canvass,  this  disgusting  dtrama  was 
repeated,  and  the  lowest  passions  of  the 
white  race  appealed  to  by  the  meanest  mo- 
tives that  can  move  mankind.     Aly  late 
colleague,   Mr.     Hendricks,  a  few    days 
since  made  a  speech    in    New    Orleans 
to    a     Democratic    meeting,     composed 
of  ex-Confederates.    The  burden  of  it  was 
devoted  to  telling  them  they  should  con- 
ciliate the  colored  vote,  and  how  to  do  it. 
They  should  tell  the  colored  men  that  the 
Democracy  had  always  been   their  best 
friends,  and  were  in   favor  of  just  and 
equal  laws,  and  would  protect   them  in 
the  enjoyment  of  civil  and  political  rights ; 
that  theliepublicans  were  their  enemies 
and  would  betray  them;  and  that  the  men 
who  had  gone  "to  the    South  from  the 
North  werejaliens  and  foreigners  '.o  their 
interest,  upon  whom  they   should  turn 
their    backs    in    behalf  of   their  former 
owners.      He  also  remindad  them  how 
noblv  and  patriotically  the  colored  men  of 
the  South  had  stood  by  them  during  the 
rebellion  ;  and  this  fact  seems  to-  have  ex- 
cited the  gratitude  ot  Mr.  Hendricks,     I 
quote  his  own  language  : 

"  You  have  no  cause  to  entertain  against 
the  colored  people  a  feeling  of  prejudice. 
When  your  young  men  were  far  off  in 
the  field,  and  even  your  aged  men — many 
of  them  were  absent  during  the  four  years 
of  the  war— you  left  these  colored  men  at 
your  homes,  where  they  stood  sentinels  at 
the  doors,  where  your  wives  and  children 
were  sale  under  their  i)rotection.      They 
labored  and  cultivated    your  lands  and  j 
raised  the  products  which  supported  the  I 
armies  in  the  field  ;  and  now  is  it  possible 
the  foreigner — I  speak  not  of  the  foreigner 
as  a  man  from  another  country,  but  men 
foreign  to  your  interests,  men  of  other 
sections  of  the  country — is  it  possible  that 
they  shall  come  in  and  make  these  colored 
men  to  hate  you  and  destroy  you  V    Your 
interests  are  the  interests  of  the  colored 
men." 

He  forgot  to  tell  them  that  last  spring 
he  advocated  the  breaking  up  of  the  Leg- 
islature of  Indiana,  to  prevent  the  ratifi- 
cation of  the  Fifteenth  Amendment,  and 
that  his  whole  political  life  had  been  de- 
voted to  a  warfare  in  behalf  of  slavery, 
and  to  excite  against  the  colored  people 
the  bitterest  prejudice  aud  hatred  of  the 
white  race. 

He  also  told  them  that  political  eqtiality 
did  not  mean  social  equality,  and  would 
not  lead  to  it,  and  that  the  colored  man 
had  no  desire  or  purpose  of  that  kind  ; 
and  this,  after  he  had  proclamed  from 
every  rostrum  in  Indiana  that  political 
e(iuality  would  inevitably  lead  to  social 
equality,  and  that  this  was  the  great  thing 
the  Republican  party  had  in  view. 

Where  now  are  the  Democratic  mottoes, 
"  White  husbands  or  none,"  and,  "Fathers, 
this  is  a  white  man's  Government?" 
Where  are  the  "White  Boys  in  Blue  f 

These  war-cries  of  ttie  Democratic 
party  are  suddenly  hushed  forever  by  the 
Fifteenth  Amendment,  and  in  place  are 
now  issued,  on  perfumed  paper,  polite  in- 
vitations to  eat  and  sh.ep  at  the  house  of 
Democratic  editors!  What  a  wondrous 
change  has  been  wrought  by  the  Fifteenth 
Amendment.  The  colored  man  has  his 
revenge.  It  has  been  long  coming,  but 
has  come  at  last.
